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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Huang et 
al. in view of Kim et al 

Huang et al shows a plurality of contactors 1 1 made of conductive material with a 
top end 1 132 shown having a flat top surface and a lower end portion 1 121 to contact 
with a contact target. A contactor carrier 10 having diagonal through holes 104. the top 
end of the contactor is shown projected form the upper surface of the carrier but is not 
disclosed as being attached to the contactor through a spring arm 1 131 and retention 
portion 111. 

Kim et al shows the typical use of adhesive 8 to retain pin 2 into a slot of hole 6. It 
therefore would have been clear to one having ordinary skill in this art that other means 
such as adhesives can be utilized to retain the contactors in the holes or slots as 
adhesives such as solder used for the purpose of retaining. 

Claim 1 is rejected. 

Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 8-20 are considered allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Dozier II et al, Zhou et al ( 6, 676, 438 ; 6, 736, 665 and 6, 750, 136), Fjelstad and 
Khandros et al are cited to show contactor assemblies.
